New York, October 31.—(4)—John 
J. Raskob, democratic national chair- 
man, today made public a letter he 
had sent to Dr. Hubert Work, repub- 
lican national chairman, enclosing 
documents which he said showed di- 
rect connection between republican 
campaign officials and the distribu- 
tion -of pamphlets attacking Governor 
Smith on the grounds of his religion. 
A copy of the letter went also to Her- 
bert Hoover, Mr. Raskob said. 

“Many of those associated with the 
republican party and the republican 

national committee,” the letter said, 
“have been engaged in the despicable 
practice of inciting religious bigotry 
in our country through promoting the 
preparation and Circularization of 
scurrilous and scandaleus literature 
and false and misleading statements 
about the Catholie religion, because 
it happens to be the faith of 
Alfred E. Smith. , 

“Throughout the campaign, I, as 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee, Have endeavored to con- 
duct a fair fight, attacking your or- 
ganization, party and candidates on 
issues and avoiding scurrilous 
sonal attacks,” 

The, letter was accompanied by en- 
closures which included a _ photostatic 
copy of a letter described as having 
been written on October 12 by Sena- 
tor George K. Moses. of New Hamp- 
shire, chairman of the republican’ east- 
ern advisory committee, and addressed 
to Zeb Vance Walser, at Lexington, 
Kentucky. 

Senator Moses’ letter mentioned 
that it enclosed an “article for news- 
paper publication written by a native 
of South Carolina.” , The letter de- 
scribed the article as “red hot stuff,” 
and~Senator Moses wrote that he 
hoped Walser could “get it put into 
some North Carolina newspapers.” 

“I call upon you to produce a copy 
of the enclosure,” Mr. Raskob wrote. 
“Will you deny that this enclosure is 
one of the most vicious anti-Catholic 
articles that ever has been penned for 
publication ?” 

Other enclosures in the letter to Dr. 
Work were photostatic copies of what 
were described as affidavits from 
Bernice Smalley, ef Wichita, Kan.;

Attorney Carpenter Fails 
in Effort To Have Tank 
Permit for Southern Oil 
Stores, Inc., Approved. 


Charging that local oil companies 
have combined to prevent establish- 
ment of the Southern Oil Stores, Ince., 
in Atlanta, W. Paul Carpenter, at-

Lamar Poole and _ Detective John 
Lowe, central figure in the investiga- 
tion: which resulted in the arrest of 
Harsh and Gallogly, Harsh has. ap- 
peared of normal mentality at all 
times. 

“Harsh is one of the surest think- 
ers I have ever seen,” Detective Lowe 
said. “He has a remarkable memory 
for details and at no time during my 
investigation did he lead me to be- 
lieve that he was anything but of 
normal mind.” 

Hlarsh willingly gave the police the 
details of his confessed crimes, Chief 
Poole said, adding that the prisoner 
always talked to him in a straightfor- 
ward manner and that no doubt exists 
that Harsh was and is sane. 


Insanity Pleas Expected. 


“We expected such pleas all along,” 
Chief Poole said. “In fact in. the 
face of it one would wonder what 
drove these two boys to these crimes 
if they were not insane. The only 
other answer can be that they are 
criminals,” 

Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
followed defense counsel Wednesday 
in closing down on information.

FIND BODY OF WOMAN

The body of an ‘unidentified woman. 
with three bullet wounds, was found 
in a corn field today on the S. P 
Harlan farm; near Horsham. She ap- 
parently had been taken to the spot 
in an automobile. 

The body was ‘partly buried by 
leaves about 50 yards from the Nor- 
ristown road, off a wagon path which 
had been separated fron?the highway 
by a barbed wire fence.

Willis Promises 
Fight “to Last Ditch” for 
Property. 


The Stone Mountain Confederate 
Monumental association will defend 
its claims to the property on which 
the Stone Mountain memorial is lo- 
eated “to the last ditch,” according to 
G. F. Willis, president of that body, 
who issued a statement Wednesday 
expressing the belief that action of 
members of the Atlanta chapter, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
to obtain title to the property through 
a reversionary deed given to the chap- 


ter by Sam H. Venable and associ- 
ates “does not represent the wishes oi 
a majority of the members of that 
chapter.” 

Mr. Willis expressed surprise over 
the proposed action of the Atlanta 


‘chapter outlined in a resolution adopt- 


ed Tuesday which instructs the trus- 
tees of the property under the re- 
versionary deed to bring legal proceed- 
ings to recover this property for the 
Atlanta chapter. 

“IT was greatly surprised on my re- 
turn to Atlanta to read that the At- 
lanta chapter. U. D. C.. had passed a 
resolution requesting the ladies named 
as trustees to bring suit for possession 
ef the Stone Mountain memorial,’ Mr. 
Willis said. “I am informed that this 
meeting of the Atlanta chapter was 
attended by less than 5 per cent of the 
total membersbip. Therefore 1 do not 
believe it represents the sentiment of 
the whole chapter. Much léss does 
it represent the sentiment of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
as an organization since the Georgia 
division of that body only last week 
adopted a resolution pledging us their 
support and cooperation.” 

Mr. Willis declared that the asso.

Anti-Semitic

. Twenty-five or 30 years ago anti- 
Semitism showed its ugly head in 
France. It was the time of the Drey- 
fuss-affaire. Leader of the anti-Jew- 
ish forces was M. Edouard Drumont, 
author of several majestic tomes on 
all sorts of Jewish crimes, conspiracies 
and sinister plots. For a time Dru- 
mont was a man of power in the re- 
public. A prolific writer, each day 
one paper or another carried a red- 


hot article by him against the Jews, 
inciting: the population of Paris to 
expel or massacre the men, whom he 
saddled with the responsibility of 
France losing the war of 1871, much 
in the same manner that Ludendorff 
now blames the Jews for the German 
military debacle of 1918. Drumont 
died in 1917. Half a dozen friends 
followed his bier to the cemetery. 
Among them were Leon Daudet and 
Senator Maurras, the royalists. A 
couple of months ago, I was present 
at the auction sale of Drumont’s be- 
longings and was fortunate enough t> 
acquire a fifteen century libellus 
from his library, from which he had 
dug up his calomnies against the 
Jews. And now “Action Francaise,” 
Daudet’s paper, publishes an appeal 
for aid on behalf of Drumont’s widow. 
She is living in a wind-swept garret 
somewhere..

FOREVER AFTER YOUR 
OPERATION, 

I was fairly fit when I had my 
operation. Not athletically trained, 
but on the other hand not a flabby 
bag of mush either. You see, for sev- 
eral years 1 had been playing the, 
as it was later named, First Brady 
Symphony, pretty regularly, and to 
this almust exclusively 1 owed my 
modest physical fitness. So when the 
emergency came, 1 didn't mind it at 
all. And before the stitches were re- 
moved I was playing some of the hor- 
izontal movements of the symphony 
again, of course on the sly. My sur- 
geon was a good one, but, like most 
good surgeons, a very conservative 
man, and I know he doubted the wis- 
dom of such exercise so soon after an 
abdominal incision. 

There are surgeons, whose tribe, I 
believe, is increasing, who not only in- 
sist on the patient sitting up a few 
days after a clean abdominal opera- 
tion but require the patient to do a 
regular system of exercise caleulated 
to restore some degree of tone or nor- 
maul vigor to the abdominal muscles 
aud so to promote the healing process 
and prevent prolonged disability, This 
modern departure is not radical; it is 
only progressive. It is a step forward 
in the art of surgery, comparable with 
the modern practice of taking fractur- 
ed members out of the splint or cast 
daily from the first few days, for in- 
spection, gentle massage and manipu- 
lation. This modern way of dealing 
with broken bones gives infinitely bet- 
ter results than the old time practice 
did, if restoration of use of the 
injured member is the criterion. Not 
only that, but it assures a_ better 
cosmetic result, too, if appearances are 
of any importance. 

The surgeons who are urging pa- 
tients to get up a few days after clean 
abdominal operations and ~ requiring 
them to take regular exercises in the 
weeks of convalescence, render their 
patients a greater sevice than the pa- 
tients may now realize.

Will Be Big Help. : 

“Both of these boys will be a big 
help to the state’s case,” the chief 
said.

Caution is Necessary. 

“We had to move very cautiously,”

The bureau of labor statistics is on 
record as declaring that it requires a 
sum of well over $2,000 a year to pro- 
vide a fair standard of living for a 
family of five people. The national in- 
dustrial conference Loard made up of 
emrilovers pres-nts to us the follow- 
ing data with regard to the average 
wages in t > United States: 

In the printing and publishing busi- 
ness it runs from $1,873 a year in 
New York down to $1,115 in Ohio. 

In food products the wage runs 
from $1,700 a year in New York to 
$93.5 a year in Mich‘gan. 

In lumber and its products it runs 
from $1,630 a year in New York to 
$1,241 in Massachusetts. 

In metal industries it runs from 
$1,615 in Ohio down to $1,357 a year 
in New Jersey. 

In December of last year both Mr. 
Hoover and President Coolidge de- 
clared that the average wage in : 
manufacturing industries of the coun- 
trv was $1,280 a year or approximate- 
ly 54 a day. At the same time they 
made that statement, they failed to 
point out that the bureau of labor 
statistics fixed $2,000 a year as the 
cost of a fair standard of living for a 
family of five people. .

Victory Over Armstrong Ex- 
pected To Bring Him 
Into Field.

Washington, October 31.—Decision\ 


was not long in coming in the famous 


Armstrong-DeForest radio patent suit. 
In settling the issue in favor of Dr. 
Lee DeForest within a space of less 
than two weeks after hearing the 
case, the supreme court of the United 
States has ended an 1ll-year fight and 
has cvened fhe way to disposal of one 
of the most complicated situations in 
the history of patent law. 

Dr. DeForest, inventor of the three- 
elemert tube, emerges with legally sub- 
str-tiated claims to the first discov- 
ery of the vital element in radio 
which accounts for the conversion of 
radio frequencies into atdion or tele- 
phone frequencies and makes possible 
the broadcasting and reception now 
commonly known. 

Although future royalties*accrue to 
the A. T. and T., the inventor him- 
self can return to the radio manufac- 
turing field, in which he has had some 
unfortunate experiences. He retained 
rights to utilize the invention himself, 
and it is practically certain that he 
will reenter the manufacture of re- 
ceiving sets just as he recently came 
back in the tube market. His state- 
ment that the decision was worth a 
million dollars to him is explained by 
this factor, rather than because of 
any prospect of royalties. 

The Armstrong patent is now in- 
valid, and a score or more of radio 
manufacturers who are using this cir- 
cuit under licenses from Weésting- 
house, to whom Major Armstrong's 
patent was assigned, find themselves 
infringers and subject to the A. T. 
and T. for future licenses. Some ra- 
dio manufacturers like Westinghouse 
itself, the General Electric company, 
and the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica, are fortified with licenses pre- 
viously obtained from the A. T. and 
T., but their position now is that 
they do not have exclusive rights un- 
der the feedback patent.
